France Confronted by a Dire 
Alternative. 


The Danger of the Republi2 Becom- 
ing Manifest to All. 


A Reign of Terror or a Monarchy 
Among the Possibilities. 


Royalists Actively Scheming to Attempt 
* to Regain Power—The Panama VUa- 
nal Scandal Shaking the Repub- 
lic to its Foundations. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Lonpon, Dec. 21.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The Paris correspond- 
entof the Times says: ‘Paris papers 
betray general ill-concealed consterna- 
tion. The Debats says that Tuesday’s 
sitting of the Chamber of Deputies was 
the most painful since 1871. There is 
a vague, heavy suspicion, weighing like 
storm cloud on all heads, recalling the 
famous days of a century ago. Cassag- 
nac says in L’Autorite: ‘It is a clear 
indication that we are in the midst of a 
revolution,’ ”’ 


_ The Paris correspondént of the Tele- 
graph says: ‘‘The public is in a state 
of feverish expectancy. The ominous 
expression of ‘‘la premiere charrette,” 
suggestive of the guillotine and reign 
of terror, has been used in reference to 
the first batch of senators and deputies 
to be sacrificed in the Panama affair. 
The general question is, who will be the 
occupants of the next tumbril. The 
decoration and Boulanger scandals are 
not to be compared with the present 
crisis.’’ 


THE REPU 3LIC IN DANGER. 


Royalists May Seize the Opportunity to Es- 
tablish a Monarchy. 

Paris, Dec. 21.—[By Cabte and Asso- 
ciated Press.]| Excitement over the 
Panama Canal scandal today is greater 
than ever, and the wildest reports are 
afloat of monarchist plots and coming 
arrests. Itis asserted that Herz has 
been in communication in London with 
agents of the Count of Paris, and that 
the exposure of the Thieree checks is 
directly attributable to royalist infiu- 
Another rumor is that officials 
_ deputies as well as civilians con- 

the Panama scandal have 
had ated to.them that their sal- 
Im the espousal of royalist 
schemes, and that all their offensés will 
be condoned if they will consent to be- 
ttay the republic. Some confidence is 
placed by well informed people in both 
rumors. Itis apparent that royalist 
agents have assumed an activity they 
have not displayed for years. There is 
also evidence that royalist money is 
again afloat. Should affairs take a turn 
favorable toa coup d’ etat in behalf of 
rovaity it is probable, according to cur- 
reut report, that the young Duke of 
Orleans would be selected to lead the 
attack. The Dukeis more popular than 
any other member of his family, and 
his offer to serve in the army as a con- 
script, when he came of age, madea 
widel; favorable impression, 

The great difficulty in the way of a 
royalist coup is that there are no signs 
of disloyalty in the army. De Frey- 
cinet, Minister of War, is untouched by 
the scandals that have besmirched his 
colleague, Rouvier, and he has the de- 
voted, loyal attachment of the generals 
in higher command. The military 
forces in the neighborhood of Paris are 
kept unger the strictest discipline and 
the greatest vigilance is exercised to 
prevent any tampering with the troops. 
‘The officers of the army, asa rule, are 
of republican sympathies, the royalist 
and Bonapartist elements, especially 
the formér, having been*relegated on 
various pretexts to inocuous positions. 
The government, it is said, has no doubt 
whatever of the fidelity of the troops, 
and would at once calluponthe garri- 
sons of Paris in case of an outbreak on 
the part of the royalists. 

The zeal of the enemies of the repub- 
lic is also checked by the report, made 
current unofficially, but not doubted by 
auybody, that in the event of an insur- 
rection martial law will at once be pro- 
claimed, and every insurgent captured 
inarms either be shot on the spot or 
executed after a summary court-mar- 
tial. Itis known that officers of the 
navy are much more royalist in ten- 
dency than those of the army, but no 
danger to the republic is expected from 
the navy, as it is believed the officers in 
cominand, however ardently some of 
them might welcome a reéstablishment, 
of the monarchy, would hesitate long, 
before risking the loss of desirable po- 
sitions. 

The movements of monarchistic agi- 
tators are being carefully watched by 
agents of the government in France, 
England and Spain. A special watch is 
being kept at the passes of the Pyre- 
nees, for fear a royalist movement 
might be attempted from that direc- 
tion.

WHERE THE MONEY WENT. 


How Fabulous Sums Were Dissipated in 
the De Lesseps Babble. 

Panis, Dec. 21.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| According to the state- 
ments issued by the liquidators, the 
amount expended by the Panama Canal 
Company reached the enormous total of 
$260,000,000. Achille Monchicourt, 
the last liquidator, places under the 
following heads the sums expended: 
Preparatory work and organization, 
$35,000,000; concessions an general 
expenses, $12, 800,000;: advertise- 
ments, taxes, etc., $17, 600 ,000; con- 
struction, mate-ial and transportation, 
$33,200,000; contractors, $88,600,- 
000; purchase of Panama Railroad, 
$18,600,000; paid shareholders as 
ad interim interest' and invested for 
payment of lottery bonds, $54,200,- 
000. 

According to @his accewt not the

whole of the $260,000,000 has been 
lost. One-fifth of this sum has been 
paid to subscribers in the shape of in- 
terest adinterim. Then there are assets 
represented by the fourth, fifth and 
sixth items. These cost a litte over 
$140,000,000. Their present value is 
estimated at $14,000,000. The other 
three items, €@mounting to a little over 
$65,000,000, are a total loss. Of the 
whole amount expended only a little 
over one-third was spent in actual con- 
struction of the canal. 

Panama, Dec. 21.— While Panama 
scandals are being unearthed in Paris, 
the Congress.of Colombia, in anticipa- 
tion of a speedy return to earnest work 
on the enterprise, has gone into extra 
session for the purpose, among other 
things, of placing in the hands of the 
executive the poyers necessary to ex 
tend the power to contract with the 
new company without further reference 
to that body. At latest advices a bill 
embodying such authorization had 
passed its second reading, and may 
now be regarded as an accomplished 
fact. 


THE ACCUSED OFFICIALS, 


Ex-Minister Roche Creates a Scene in the 
Chamber— More Prosecutions. 

Paris, Dec. 21.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] Immediately after the 
opening of the Chamber of Deputies 
today Jules Roche, ex-Minister of Com- 
merce, ascended the speaker’s tribune 
and made his defense. He was labor- 
ing under intense excitement, and 
swung his arms violently as he walked 
up the aisle. As he passed the minis- 
terial bench he faced about suddenly 
and exclaimed: ‘Oh, vou hypocrites 
and scoundre!ls.’”” Several ministers 
retorted hotly. 

Roche said his most venomous en- 
emies could not connect him with the 
lottery bond affair, as he did not even 
vote on the bill. He denornced the 
Procureur General for proceeding 
against deputies on insufficient evi- 
dence. 

In the Senate today the special com- 
mittee reported in favor of authorizing 
the. Procureur General to proceed 
against Senators Renault, Albert 
Grevy, Beral, Thevenet and Deves on 
account of their connection with the 
Panama Canal frauds. Thevenet, who 
is ex-Minister of Justice, solemnly 
affirmed ‘that he never received a 
centime from the Panama Canal Com- 

any, directly or indirectly. 

The Parliamentary commission of in- 
quiry learned today that a bond of 
£500,000, payable to bearer, had been 
given to Dr. Herz, as compensation for 
his services in ‘‘advertising.’’ The ex- 
amining magistrate has impounded all 
traceable bons au porteur and all Rein- 
ach’s letters relating to Panama Canal 
affairs in 1890 and 1891, as wellasa 
document written by M. Barbe, ac- 
knowledging the receipt of £600,000 
from the Panama Canal people. ‘The 
commission decided to examirie Meyves- 
Guyot, Radical deputy tor the Depart- 
ment of the Seine, to learn whether or 
not he said recently that a list of com- 
promised members of Parliament had 
been submitted to President Carnot. 
This is the first official mention oof 
President Carnot’s name in direct con- 
nection with the scandal. Many be- 
lieve a secret and hostile motive is re- 
sponsible for its introduction. 

It is stated this evening that 100 
checks bearing the names of senators 
ani deputies have been secured by the 
examining magistrate. 

Minister Loubet says that the prose- 
cutions announced and to come are ab- 
solutely necessary to purge the repub- 
lic. Some of the accused oright clear 
thiemselves, but others must be expelled 
from the parliament they have dis- 


honored. Those whocriticised the gov-. 


ernment should await developments. 
3The Public Prosecutor was engaged 
until a late hour withthe Keeper of 
Seals. There are rumors that Senator 
Alfred Mathery and Deputies Baron de 
Mackau, Saint Martin, L’Augerre and 
Laur will be prosecuted. 

A prominent deputy, not in the Cabi- 
net, stated that President Carnot this 
morning said to him: “I propose to 
see the end of this Panama scandal, and 
dogs are to make sure that maugy 
I mean drowned and good ones saved.”’

Four Thousand Workmen Now Said to 
Have Been Poisoned. 

Dec. 21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Homestead poison 
cases were considered by the grand 
jury today. Edward O. Christy, of the 
Carnegie St€el Company, says that so 
far asthe company has been able to 
learn the number of persons who died 
from the effects of poison is thirty-two, 
but many other workmen, some of 
whom will appear at the trial, are 
dying. He declaresthat the company, 
since it began the investigation, has 
been startled by a number of letters 
from non-union workmen from all over 
the country who became sick at Home- 
stead and returned to their homes, 
Many are still sick. Of 4000 employed.

A large number 
of Hungarians, imported to take the 
place of striking workmen in the ex- 
tensive Porter’s brick works, were the 
victims. The drinking water at the 
place was dosed with croton oil.”’ 


Assassination in Florida. 

(Fla.,) Dec. 21.—One of the 
most dastardly crimes in the history of 
the parish was perpetrated last night 
at Altoona.

SNOW, 


A Great Storm Raging Up 
North. 


Traffic on Railroads in Washington 
Badly Interrupted. 


_ The Fall Extends as Far South as 
Sisson, in This State.

Srokanr (Wash..) Dec. 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.}| A heavy wind con- 
tinues to blow tonight, and incoming 
trains report that the storm is becom- 


ing general all over the Northwest. A 
Great Northern east-bound train is 
snow-bound at Harrington. A Wash- 


ington Central incoming train is side- 
tracked at Creston. The train from 
Coour d'Alene City did not leave the 
terminus this afternoon. 
o'clock tonight the Union Pacific train 
»n the Spokane branch, duc here at 

15, had not arrived, and as the wires 
are crippled officials here are unable to 
locate it. Northern Pacific trains, on 
the main line arrived nearly on time, 
but trouble is expected. 

Trainmen report the weather east of 
here terrific. The snow is not deep on 
a level, but the wind has drifted it 
badly. 

Tacoma (Wash.,) Dec. 21.—A mantle 
of snow ten to twenty-two inches deep 
covers the Puget Sound country. It 
commenced snowing vesterday after- 
noon and snowed almost without inttr- 
ruption until noon. Today light snow 
has fallen part of the afternoon. In 
his bulletin the signal service observer 
prodicts cooler weather and announces 
that the worst of the storm is over. 
The storm is the heaviest known since 
‘December 1884, when there was be- 
tween two and three feet. The cable 
lines have been kept open, but all elec- 
tric lines have been stopped since last 
evening. Schools were dismissed this 
morning until Friday on account of the 
snow. The Northern Pacific has had 
rotary snow plows at work, so that raii- 
road traftic has not been seriously inter- 
rupted. 

The storm has done little actual dam- 
age. Farmers say the snow will insure 
big crops next year. 

PortLanp (Or.,) Dec. 21.—Snow has 
fallen in this city today to a depth of 
ten inches, and tonight itis still fall- 
All streetcar traffic was stopped 
early in the evening, owing to the 
heavy fall of snow. The wind is from 
the south, and much of the snow melts 
soon after falling. South of this city, 
along the Southern Pacific, the snow is 
twelve to fifteen inches deep as far 
south as Eugene. Telegraph and tele- 
phone wires and poles were weighted 
down by snow, and for some time 
today telegraphic communication was 
stopped. About thirty miles south of 
Portland, along the Columbia River, 
the snowfali was heavy. 

At Astoria twenty inches is reported. 
In Eastern Oregona light snow ‘fell, 
but no inconvenience was occasioned. 
Trains on the Northern Pacific, Union 
and Southern Pacific mail lines arrived 
today nearly on schedule time. 

(Wash..) Dec. 21.—Five feet 
of snow coversthe ground and street 
cat traffic is blocked. The armory of 
the National Guard company, a building 
b50x50 feet, fellin under the weight 
of snow tonight.. The loss is $2000. 

Sisson (Cal.,) Dec. 21.—It com- 
menced snowing early this morning and 
snowed all day, with a south wind. The 
prospects tonight are for a big storm. 


PIONEERS PASSING AWAY.

Livingston L. Baker, a Noted San Fran- 
cisco Merchant Dead. 

San Francisco, Dec. 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.] L. L. Baker, of the 
tirmof Baker & Hamilton, extensive 
\mporters and manufacturers of hard- 
ware and agricultural implements, with 
headquarters in this city, — here this 
morning. 

Owing to Mr. Hamilton Tes suf- 
fereda stroke of paralysis some weeks 
ago, most of the'firm’s basiness respons- 
‘bilities had fallen upon the deceased, 
yutupto lastevening Mr. Baker had 
apparently been in good health. He 
returned to his residence between 10 
and 11 o'clock with Mrs. Baker and 
shortly after was attacked by dizzi- 
ness. A second attack followed, and 
Drs. Brevfogle and Palmer were 
summoned, but he gradually lost all 
consciousness and died at 2:15 a.m. 
Death was pronounced due to apoplexy, 
caused by the bursting of a small blood 
vessel near the base of the brain. 

Livingston L. Baker was born at 
Portiand, Me., August 2, 1827, and 
after marrying in Boston, determined 
at the time of the gold discoveries to 
come to California. He made the voy- 
age via Panama, arriving in San Fran- 
cisco August 18,1849. Hissubsequent 
business career is well-known to the 
State. During the illness of Mr. Ham- 
ilton, James Carolan, brother-in-law of 
the latter, will probably have charge of 
she firm’s business interests.

The effect 
of the bill (if it should become a law) 
would be to drive speculators out of 
business, and give to large capitalists a 
monopoly in dealing in farm products. 
The effect would be to diminish pur- 
chases, drive out competition, and 
leave the field of business to the men 
who were so fiercely demanding the pas- 
sage of the pending bill. 

Mr. Peffer of Kansas spoke in favor 
of the measure. Ninety per cent. of the 
American farmers favored its passage 
or another bill having the same object 
in view. Farmers did not object to 
buying and selling for future delivery. 
That was often convenient and some- 
times necessary, but farmers insisted 
that fictitious, pretended and false 
commerce in purelv imaginary articles, 
which continually interfered with their 
business to their injury, ought to be 
suppressed. 

Mr. Peffer yielded the floor without 
concluding his remarks. On motion of 
Mr. Teller it was ordered that the Mc- 
Garrahan bill be taken up in the morn- 
ing hour tomorrow.

How the Poptlar Vote Stood—Returns 
from Close States. 

New York, Dec. 21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Evening Post 
prints atable showing the total vote 
this year for President, having se- 
cured figures this morning from all 
States. The result. is as follows: 
Cleveland, 5,567,990; Harrison, 5,- 
176,611; Weaver, 1,025, 060; Bid- 
well, 258 ,347; Cleveland's plurality, 
331,879. 


In Louisiana the Republicans and 
People’s party nominated a fusion 
ticket on which were five Harrison 
electors and three Weaver electors. 
The vote for plurality purposes - is 
credited to Harrison. 

St. Pavut (Minn.,) Dec. 21.—The 
State Canvassing Boardis at work. The 
resvlts so far show that Nelson (Rep.) 


D. M. Clough for Lieutenant-Governor 
has a plurality of 18,454. Other State

to the matrimonial misadventure of 
Mrs. Charlotte Perkins Stetson and her 
worthy, or upworthy, spouse throngh 
the divorce proceedings recently com- 
menced by the latter at Providence, 
R. L, proves rather mortifying to the 
lady in the case, who is one of Califor- 
nia’s literati, and a former resident of 
this city and of Pasadena. But she 
may as wellnerve herself for the or- 
dealand let the press and the public 
havetheir say about it at once, and be 
done with it. Inasmuch as hers is a 
typical case, and one that illustrates a 
sociological problem which for some 
time has been working its way to the 
surface, we mnst acknowledge that it is 
an enticing topic of discussion. 

In taking up this subject, however, 
we disclaim any desire to engage in 
idle gossip, or to inflict unnecessary 
pain or mortification upon anybody, or 
even to dwell upon the morbid features 
of divorce. Our idea isthat if Mr. 
and Mrs. Charlotte Perkins Stetson 
found that they were not suited to 
maintain a life-companionship amicably 
and profitably, the very best thing they 
could do was to get a_ divorce. 
And, if they could agree to such 
a separation without having a vul- 
gar quarrel and a nasty scandal 
about it, so much the better. 
Whethe r she chose to wear high-heeled 
shoes or low-heeled shoes, or carpet 
slippers; whether she took to athletics 
or Delsarte orto novel-reading; whether 
she eschewed corsets or chewed gum— 
has nothing in itself to do with the 
case. The question was, could she 
make him a good, companionable wife, 


and could he make her a good, affec-. 


tionate husband? Failing in this, 
whether with or without the strong- 
minded frills alleged. marriage in their 
case was a failure, and the sooner they 
recognized the fact, the better for 
both. | 

There have been wretched marriages, 
hundreds and thousands of them, where 
the cause of complaint has been laid 
against the husband on very similar 
grounds as those charged against Mrs. 
Stetson. It used to be said that a man 
of genius was not fitted for a happy do- 
mestic life. He was apt to. become so 
absorbed in his particular hobby or 
hobbies that he was incapable of be- 
stowing upon his home the attention, 
the care, the sympathy and the love ab- 
solutely necessary to make it enjoyable. 
How many literary characters might 
be cited in justification df this argu- 
ment! How many actors! How many 
lawyérs and statesmen and musicians, 
and inventors and merchant princes! 

Now that women are beginning to 
make their way into all the activities of 
life on an equal footing with men, we 
are beginning to face this proposition 
from the other side. And that is why 
Mrs. Stetson’s case may be cited as 
typical, and as likely to elicit unusual 
attention. Thisis one of the natural 


/sequences of the new departure, and 


we may as well consider it as the out- 
cropping ofa tendency which will be 
much more common by and by.. 

The entrance of women into the field 
of commercial and professional activ- 
ities does not conduce to the increase 
of marriage or the promotion of quiet 
and happy domestic life. In thus as- 
serting her right to self-maintenance 
and individual distinction, woman abdi- 
cates her position as the complement of 
man, and makes herself his competitor. 
She gains in independence thereby, 
because she makes herself self-sustain- 
ing. She loses in independence, because 
she often puts aside the chance of 
a husband to undertake this struggle. in 
her behalf, and she submits herself to 
the carking cares of money-getting. 
Whether it is better for a woman to be 
a quiet little nobody at home, shining 
only in her husband's reflected light, or 
to battle with the world and win dis- 
tinction on her own account, is a ques- 
tion for her to settle. It would be 
better for her, however, to settle it be- 
fore she gets married. As Shakespeare 
says, in effect, when two men ride a 
horse, one must ride behind. The say- 
ing holds equally true when a man and 
a woman ride a horse together. 

Undoubtedly as women drift more and 
more into business and professional 
pursuits, and become absorbed in the 
careers which they are marking out for 
themselves, they will be less inclined to 
enter the matrimonial state. For one 
thing, they will not feel the necessity of 
marrying in order to secure a mainte- 
nance. For another thing, they will 


be disposed to be more discriminating 


as to the man they accept fora husband. 
If they don’t get just the proper ideal, 
why then, ‘none at all. And fora third 
thing, they are nét so likely to be asked 
to marry. Aman will naturally seek 
his complement rather than his com- 
petitor ina matter of this kind. And 
finally, there will be less men capable of 
marrying and supporting families. The 
avenues of industry will be so invaded 
by women, and rates of wages will be 
kept down to such a degree thereby, 
that the taking on of additional respon- 
sibilities will be a most serious matter 
for him. He will find it very hard to 
suppoit a wife and babies while com- 
peting in the struggle of life with his 
wife’s two sisters, who have nobody but 
themselves to support. 

Thus we may look into the vista” of 
the ature and see the promised time 


| when women are installed as the equals 


of men in all the glorious privileges of 
bread-winning, and when marriage will 
pe a luxury which only the weak-minded 
women and weil-to-do men can énjoy. 
Perhaps, then, there wil) not beso 
many unhappy wmarriages—because 
there will be fewer of them. 

But what of the race? What of its 
physical and mental future if only effete. 


mothers and fathers of the generations 
tacome? Or is it proposed to “shut 
down’? on legitimate procreation and, 
old-fastfiioned child-rearing. The pos- 
sible degeneracy of the race isa grave 
problem to confront. Sein: 

In thus outlining the tendency of our 
times and advancing customs, We are 
not attempting to close the door 
against women who may seek to enter 
the activities of life, or abridge their 
right to do anything they can do yell. 
But there can be no harm in taking a 
philosophical view of the “situation. 
There is no very positive action in hu- 
‘man affairs without-’some reaction. 
The reaction of women in business was 
bound to be against women in domestic 
lite .They might as well understand it 
first as last. Mrs. Charlotté Perkins 
Stetson is one of the advancedguard; but 
whether or not she is marching on 
right lines is another story.

Close upon the adoption of the Unitarian 
faith by Rev. J. Herndon Garnettof San 
José comes the announcement that the 
Congregational ministers from Oakland 
have. renounced their cre¢dd and are now 
preaching the Unitarian beliefs through. 
out the State. 7 

Rev. G. B. Allen is agentleman well 
known in nat He has been a minister 
of the gospel for twenty years, the greater 
part of his life having been spent in the 
Gongregational faith. He was the pastor 
of the Park Congregational Church at Lorin 
at the time of his conversion, andit was 
only two or three weeks ago that he asked 
for and obtained his letters of dismissal 
from thatchurch. The letters were given, 
and Dr. Allen is now in Fresno, where he 
is preaching in the Unitarian Church. 

Dr. Allen began his labors as an Episco- 
palian. Later he became a Congregation- 
alist, and asa minister of that denomina- 
tion “he has had charge of churches in 
Santa Rosa, Oakland and other parts of the 
State. Ashe was in thé ministry béfore 
his conversion to the Unitarian faith, so he 
will remain in the Unitarian ministry. He 
will remain in Fresno for a while aad will 
then return to his Oakland home. 


time ago, when Rev. C. W. Wendte, the 
general agent of the National Unitarian 
Society, and the principal organizer of 
that religion upon this coast, became in- 
volved in a controversy about the divinity 
of Christ with Dr. Coyle of the First Pres- 
byterian Church. There were a series of 
pubiic arguments, which Dr. Allen attended, 
and his conversion dates from that time. 

_ The other Oakland minister who has gone 
from the Congregational denomination to 
the Unitarian is Kev. Theodore Haven. 

Rev. Mr. Haven had no congregation in 
Oaklahd, but had been connected with the 
Congregational denomination for many 
years. He was the son of Bishop E. O. 
Haven, one of the most noted divines of the 
Methodist denomination in the East. Bishop 
Haven was chancellor of Methodist College 
at Syracuse, N. Y., but when his son grew 
up he adopted the Congregational faith as 
his own and entered the ministry. The 
younger man was pastor of _ several 
churches in Michigan and in Oregon, and 
has done ministerial work in various parts 
of this State. . 

His change of faith dates from reading 
begun while back in Michigan and con- 
tinued while on this Coast. But like Dr. 
Allen, he oniy decided to take the final step 
witbin the past few weeks. He is now in 
Salem, Or. 

‘Both of these conversions here occurred 
recently,”’ said Rev. C. W. Wendte, “but 
they are only in the line that has been 
started within the lastfew years. There 
has been much of this going on of late. 

“Three Congregational ministers trom 
the southern part of the State have re- 
cently joined our denomination. Two of 
them are now inthe Unitarian ministry, 
and one took his congregation with him. 
Dr. Scott, a prominent Methodist and pres- 
ident of the Ohio State University, has 
asked for his letters from the Methodist 
Church, and while he has aot joiued us, his 
views aredecidedly Unitarian. Dr. Thomas 
of Chicago has estimated that there are 
100 ministers of the Methodist faith who 
would join the Unitarian denomination if 
they could find support. ’ 

“This is but asign of the times, and we 
are feeling the effects by the great discov- 
eries of the age in natural sciences. It is 
the effect ot these discoveries working in 
religion, and they are just beginning to 
make themselves felt. More progress was 
made inthe natural sciences in the past fifty 
years than was made in the previous thou- 


ligion as well. The sciences and religion 
go together, and when one is affected the 
other is; what gives light upon one gives 
light upon the other.”

Wasnixetox, Dec. 21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The new Nicaragua Ca- 
nal Bill, reported by Senator Sherman, 
is drawn on substantially the same lines 
as the bill reported from the committee 
tothe last Congress, including, as it 
does, the proposition to guarantee the 
bonds of the company tothe extent of 
$100,000,000 to add to the construc- 
tionof the canal. The new bill, how- 
ever, contains some additions which in- 
crease the obligations of the company 
as well as the security of the Govern- 
ment. -'For instance, the real and per- 
sonal property and franchises of the 


company are included in the lia- 
bilities. It is provided that all 
stock heretofore subscribed. for 
or issued shall be call in and 
cancelled: all bonds issue® redeemed 


and cancelled and all outstanding obli- 
gations satisfied, before the act takes 
effect. Dates are changed to make the 
bords issue in January, 1893, and ma- 
ture in 1953, but they are also made 
redeemable at the pleasure of the 
United States after 1918. ‘The section 
requiring the company to execute a 
mortgage to ‘the United States as se- 
curity for the guarantee, is amended by 
the addition of a clause requiring the 
mortgage to contain a provision for a 
sinking fund for the payment of the 
bonds at maturity. If the company de- 
faults in the payment of interest or in 
other respects before the canal is put 
in operation, the right of foreclosure 
shall at once attach in favor of the 
United States. 

The bill excludes from the expendi- 
tures that may be taken into account 
the consideration paid or agreed to be 
paid the Nicaragua Construction Com- 
pany or other parties for expenditures 
by them, and for the concessions from 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica, and the to- 
tal amount, principal and interest, of 
bonds that may be issued for the first 
payment, is fixed at $6,000,000, in- 
stead of $4,000,000 as in the original 
bill. 

Perhaps the most important changes 
in the bill are those made in thé section 
relative to the issue of stock. In the 
new bill this is limitedto $100,000,- 
000. of which $12,000,000 is to be re- 
tained by the company, the amount 
stipulated to be delivered to the gov- 
ernments of Nicaragua and Costa Rica, 
according to concessions, and the re- 
mainder to be issued to the United 
States, full paid and not subject to as- 
sessment, to be voted by the 
President of the United States, or 
his proxy, at stockholders’ meetings, 
and but three* directors are to be se- 
lected from the holders of stock other 
than that owned by the United States. 
Inthe last section an amendment is 
made so thatten instead of six of the 
fifteen directors shall be appointed by 
the President of the United States, not 
more than five of whom shall be from 

. one political party. 


AN OFFER DISREGARDED. 


A Montana Man's Pian for Coining Silver 
Dollars Not Entertained. 

Wasuineton, Dec. 21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The offer of Mine Super- 
intendent Allen of Butte, Mont., to coin 
a silver dollar of more intrinsic value 
than the standard dollar issued by the 
Governmennt at the rate of 90 cents 
apiece will receive no consideration at 
the Treasury Department for the sim- 
ple reason that thereis no legal author- 
ity for acceptance of such offer, even if 
regarded as advantageous, It is con- 
ceded that a profit wonpld be realized in 
the coinage of a dollar containing 400 
grains of silver at 90 centsa coin, and 
that the existing discrepancy between 
the face value and bullion value of the 
coin is a temptation to counterfeiters. 
Unuer existing conditions, however, the 
remedy for this state of affairs lies 
solely with the people who make the 
laws and not with the officers who exe- 
cute them. 


ROSECRANS STARTS WEST. 


The General Leaves Washington and is En 
Route to Los Angeles.o 
Wasarncton, Dec. 21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Gen. Rosecrans, Regis- 
ter of the Treasury, accompanied by 
his daughter, left this morning for Cali- 
fornia, where he will spend the winter 
near Los Angeles. He will be sur- 
rounded by all members of his family, 
consisting of his son Carl, a married 
daughter. wife of Gov. Toole of Mon- 
tana, who left Monday for Helena, and 
an unmarried daughter. 
Three weeks ago Gen. Rosecrans’s 
condition was quite critical. His phy- 
sicians agreed that there was no special 
disease, and while there were some 
slight indications of paralysis his condi- 
tion was due to nervous prostration, 
the result of over-exertion and excite- 
ment.

The Santa Fe's Now Sleeping Cars—Trains 


Belated by a Freight Wreck— 
General, Local and Personal 
Rutiroad News. 


The war between the general passe n- 
ger agents and the ticket brokers is 
waging merrily. The latter, in most 
instances, are fighting solely on the de- 
fensive, and, realizing the earnestness 
of their natural enemies inthe desire to 
exterminate the race of scalpers, are 
fighting their best. Next year the rail- 
roads all expect to get rich from the 
World's Fair trafic, and if, in addition 
to maintaining regular rates, the roads 
can abolish all ticket commissions and 
suppress the brokers a much greater 


volume of cash can be counted 
on for their respective treas- 
uries. While in some quarters the 


brokers show fight, in other places they 
adopt more conciliatory tactics. Ip 
Chicago the brokers are trying hard to 
keep out of jail. andin Minneapolis they 
have taken fright. At a recent meet- 
ing of the brokers of St. Pauland Min- 
neapolis a resolution was adopted pro- 
hibiting members of their association 
from handling annual passes or compli- 
mentary transportation. The resolu- 
tion provides that if these tickets are 
scalpéd by brokers in the future the 
party selling them shall at once be re- 
ported to the company issuing the trans- 
portation. This sudden reformation on 
the part of the brokers comes from the 
fact that the. railway companies are 
suuut ly Wage a War on the brokers and 
that a proposed law will be submitted 
to the interstate Commerce Commission 
providing that all dealers in railway 
transportation shall be the duly author- 
ized agents of the company or compa- 
nies issuing the ticketssold. A bili will 
be introduced at the comiug session of 
thé State Legislathre which will require 
all ticket brokers to have a license, to 
be certified by the lines with which 
thev wish to do business, and that the 
license shall be conspicuously posted in 
the place of business of the broker. 
SCRAP HEAP. 

The Southern Pacific passenger de- 
partment hasissued another edition of 
the popular vest-pocket time cards. 

The Santa Fé overland trains both 
came in late yesterday, owing to a 
freight wreck on the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific, 

Work was yesterday begun on the 
new Santa Fé depot here, and it is 
understood it will be pushed through to 
completion. 

A spur track on the Southern Pacific, 
near the Santa Paula race-track, has 
been made a flag station, and is named 
Haynes's Spur, 

George Gouid has been elected a di- 
rector in the Union Patific Railroad in 
place of his father, deceased. Sidney 
Dillon Ripley waswalso elected a di- 
rector in place of Sidney Dillon. 

All the railroads leading to Los An- 
geles are daily bringingin great crowds 
of people from all over Southern Cali- 
fornia todo their Christmas shopping. 
Passenger officials say that this class of 
business is heavier this season than for 
several years past. 


The retirement from the service of’ 


the Burlington system in Missouri of 
Col. A. C. Dawes, general passenger 
and ticket agent, is announced. D. G. 
Ives, late assistant general freight 
agent of the Burlington Company at 
St. Louis, is appointed to Col. Dawes’s 
rlace. 

C. E. Wurtele has retired as superin- 
tehdent of the Wyoming division of the 
Union Pacific on account of failure in 
health, He had been with the road 
twenty years, is a wealthy man and 
can afford to rest. Larry Malley, for 
some time assistant, is the new-super- 
‘ntendent. 

The new Pullman sleepingcars which 
are run on the Santa Fé's limited over- 
land trains, are extremely handsome in 
finishing and furnishing. They are ten- 
section cars with a drawing-room at 
one end and a stateroom at the other. 
The arrangement of the toilet acces- 
sories is unique, combining convenience 
ind economy of room. 


The crusade against stop-over privi- 
leges goes on in the East. Beginning 
January 1 the Wabash will discontinue 
the granting of stop-over privileges on 
anv form of ticket. This plan has been 
found necessary to prevent manipula- 
tion and illegitimate use of tickets by 
scalpers. As already noted, the Alton, 
Rock Island and Northwestern have 
adopted the plan and find it works with 
little friction and with a great saving 
in revenue. 


MUNICIPAL POLITICS. 


Denference of Republican Council men— 
The Probable Result. 

Several informal conferences were 
held between the Republican members- 
lect of the City Council yesterday, but 
itis insisted that nothing has been 
positively decided upon in regard 
to the organization of the Coun- 
cil It is generally conceded, how- 
ever, that FreemanJ. Teed will be the 
president, if he desires the place, and it 
is thought that this is settled. It is 
also conceded that Caldwell will be re- 
tained as Superintendent of Street 
Sprinkling. <A large number of names 
were considered for the Commissioner- 
ships, butit was insisted that noone 


was decided upon positively for the 


place. The general opinion is that 
Fire Chief Moore must go, as Mr. 
Strohm refused to go into caucus ex- 
cept on this basis. 

The alleged conference or caucus, 
which was said to have taken place 
among the Democrats in the office of 
Mavor-elect Rowan Tuesday, as printed 
in the morning Democratic organ. is 
denounced as a‘‘fake’’ pure and sim- 
ple. The three Democratic Counci)- 
men in the city positively deny that 
they took any partin any such caucus, 
indsay that absolutely nothing has 
veen decided on their part. 

There was some talk yesterday of a 
possible deadidéck, in case the Demo- 
cratic members were not treated with 
what they considered due considera- 
tion. It requires six votes to pass any 
ordinance appropriating money. or to 
pass any measure over the Mayor's 
veto, and it was suggested that in case 
the Democrats became dissatisfied they 
could virtually stop legislation. This 
contingency is one, however, not likely 
to arise, as it cuts both ways, and in 
case of a balk the supplies could be 
shut off from the Streét Superintendent 
and Engineer's offices by the Repuod- 
licans. Besides, such action on the 
part of the minority would not be sus- 
tained by public opinion, and would 
prove disastrousin theendto any one 
attempting it.

THE HERESY CASE 


Dr, Briggs Takes Exceptions to the Pros- 
ecution’s Methods. 

New York, Dec. 21.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] In the Briggs trial this 
morning Dr. Briggs presented excep- 
tions to the proceedings yesterday, in 
that Dr. Lampe, under the cloak of re- 
buttal testimony, introduced a large 
amount of evidence and new matter. 
The new evidence submitted was ex- 
tracts from Prof. Smith's writings, 
‘John Bull’s Catechism’’ and Life 
of Calvin.’’ The new matter intro- 
duced by Lampe was the arguments on 
metaphysical categories and other 
points. He further objected to the 
proceedings because three-fourths of 
the statements submitted were in refer- 
ence to the original inaugural addres; 
and other matters considered by the 
prosecution in their opening argument, 
and only one-fourth referred to ques- 
tions considered in Briggs’s reply. The 
exceptions were filed. 

Lampe then resumed his reading. He 
quoted from Chillingworth, Henry 
Hammond, John White and other minis- 
ters of the Westminster assembly to 
prove that they held to the belief that 
the scriptures were verbally inspired. 

Lampe went on to say that all errors 
which Briggs says Biblical scholars find 
in the Bible have been known for gener- 
ations. Through new discoveries made 
in Bible lands these difficulties are dis- 
appearing oneafteranother. What the 
prosecution claimed was that when the 
Bible did assign an author toa particu- 
lar books its decision must be regarded 
as final.

Meeting of the Board of Trustees—The 
-New Electric Franchise. 

The Board of Trustees of the city of Po- 
mona héld an adjourned regular meeting 
Tuesday night. After reading and ap- 
proval of the minutes of the previous meet- 
ing, the president ann@unced that if there 
was any one present who had anything to 
say to the board theycould doso. William 
H. Burns of Los Angeles appeared before 
the board and asked that a franchise be 
granted him and his associates, giving them 
the privilege of putting in an electric light 
plant and of running wires, erecting masts, 
poles, eic., the franchise being identical 
with that granted the San Antonio Light 
and Power Company, which company is 
now furnishing electric lights to the busi- 
ness housés of the city. Mr. Burns said 
that some might think thatthe city was 
well supplied with electric and gas lights, 
but he recognized in Pomona a growing 
and prosperous city, and was putting in the 
plant as a business investment. He ex- 
pected to put the plant within the corpo- 
rate limits of the city, where it would 


be taxed, and revenue go _ to 
the city. It would be operated by 
steam. It was no matter of revenge 


or spite, and the franchise was the same as 
that granted the other electric light com- 
pany. The franchise was referred to the 
City Attorney and laid over till the next 
meeting. 

John L. Means appeared before the board 
and said that as acitizen of Pomona he de- 
sired to ask Mr. Burns of what candle- 
power his arc lamps would be. That in his 
former homein Grand Island, Neb., they 
had had much trouble with companies that 
were granted franchises, and instead of fur- 
nishing the city with 2000 candle-power 
lights they only furnished 1500 candle- 
power. Mr. Burns.said he did not consider 
that this was a matter for the franchise, 
but for the contract with the city. If the 
city asked in its contract for a 2000 or 
3000 candle-power lamp and he could not 
furnish it he would not get the business. 
He also understood that the San Antonio 
company was not prepared to furnish arc 
lights. J. Albert Dole was present, repre- 
senting the San Antonia company, and said 
he would like to know where Mr. Burns got 
his information. A spirited discussion fol- 
lowed, Mr. Dole saying that the San Anto- 
nia company was prepared to furnish any 
kind of lights the city wanted. 

I.C. Carter also appeared for the gas 
company, and saidif thg city wanted to 
continue using gas he thought thev would 
be prepared to give alower rate and per. 
haps better system. 

Tne City Attorney was instructed to pre. 
are an ordinance similar to the Los Ange- 
es ordinance forbidding the carrying of 
firearms in the corporate limits. The at- 
torney also presented an ordinance slightly 
changing the boundary lines of the differ. 
ént wards of the city, which ordinance was 
laid over till the next meeting.

Fugitive 


“Letters Received by His Friends in Santa 


Ana in Which He Says He Intends 
to Commit Suicide—Mon- 
day's Accident.

SANTA ANA. 

Vanderbeck, the young Santa Ana forger, 
is becoming emboldened by his successful 
evasion of the officers, and has, of his own 
accord, revealed his whererbouts and ac- 
knowledged his guilt, as the following let- 
ter received inthis city yesterday by Capt. 
Parke S. Roper of Co. F, N.G.C., will 
verify: 

“SAN FRANCISCO (Cal.,) Dec. 19, 1892. 

“Capt. P. 8S. Roper, Santa Ana, Cal.— 
FRIEND PARK: I am going to shuMie off. I 
am no good on earth, and so am going to 
quitit. Bid good-bye for me to everybody, 
and tell them I will meet them somewhere, 
I don’t know where vet, but will telegraph 
back. 

“Tell all the boys and girls I am very 
much obliged to them for the many happy 
days and pleasant times I spent in Santa 
Ana, and would like to do it over again, but 
itcan’t be did. Lam doomed. The Singer 
Company would roast me if it should catch 
me, so lam going to fool them. 

“Well, Park, don't think too hard of me. 
I know I am a d—n fool, but I could not 
help it. I was getting in the hole deeper 
and deeper every week. You need not 
worry about my transfer now, as there 
won't be no such mug when vou get it. 

“I am going to the Bella Union Theater 
tonight and see the last show I will evér 
see On God's green earth. 

‘Well, good-bye. Remember me to ail, 
the best you can, and don't think too hard 
of a fellow who is foolish and not to blame. 
Good-bye, old man.

‘““MILTON G. VANDERBECK.”’

What motive Vanderbeck could have had 
in writing such a letter is indeed puzzling. 


It was first believed that the letter was a 


forgery; that Vanderbeck never wrote it, 
but thatsome friend did, who desired to 
throw the officers off his trail. But a com. 
parison of signatures was made between 
the one in the letter and others on sewing. 
machine delivery orders, which he had 
signed, and they were found to be almost. 
identically the same, which proved that the 
young swindler had dared to send a letter 
from his own hand direct to the locality in 
which he is wanted forcommitting a State 
yrison offense. Whether or not he thinks 
he can as successfully evade the strong 
arm of the .law is not proven, but is 
strongly believed here that the little fool 
has got his nerve along with him, add that 
he thinks he is onthe verge of great and 
lasting notoriety. 

Itis not thought fora moment that he 
has committed suicide, as his letter wonld 
indicate that he contemplated doing, but 
rather that he thought it would be smart 
to send out such a missive and that before 
the letter would reach this city he would 
be in a seclude@ hiding place. 

His letter has given the officers some 
very valuable pointers, and from the fact 
that he has exhibited such reckless care- 
lessness in regard to his whereabouts a few 
days ago, it is quite probable that he will 
in a short time be brought up with a sud. 
den turn, and made to pay the penalty of: 
his crime. 

_ The following description of Vanderbeck 
has been sent out allover the State:.

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 


The Thurmond Triai Still in Progress— 
Notes and Personals. 

The Thurmond trial is still in progress. 
Contrary to expectations, it was not con- 
concluded yesterday. The defense ex- 
amined four witnesses in the forenoon, 
Messrs. Denton and Whittemore, members 
of the Board of Education, and Holton 
Webb, principal of the Lompoc schools and 
a former member of the County Board of 
Education, also J. T. Johnson, County Au- 
ditor. Mr. Denton, on cross-examination, 
squirmed around considerably. and several 
times. as if to gain time for thought, asked 
that the question be repeated. Witness in 
answer to a question admitted that he had 
never seen Prof. Knepper's certificate, but 
thought he had seen thuse of Profs. Leslie 
and Ostram. Didnot think it strange, the 
granting of certificates without examina- 
tion of credentials in the cases of Knepper 
and Leslic, although it was different from 
the usual custom pursued. 

Prof. Webb testified to being present at 
the meeting of the board in December, 
1891, when certificates were granted to 
Profs. Knepper and Leslie, and was also 
present at the meeting in June, 189°”, 
wheg the minutes were read by Thurmond. 
His action was taken asa member of the 
board froma small memorandum shown 
him by Superintendent Thurmond, which 
was suppliedto that gentleman by Mr. 
Johnson of the City Trustees. They thought 
this sufficient. Prof. Snow askedif it was 
lawful; they voted aye without further dis- 
cussion, He wasshown the same memo- 
randa and recognized it as the same. He 
mever understood that Prof. Leslie 
had a normar certificate, but did 
think Prof. Knepper heldone. When Thur- 
mond read the minutes he hesitated at that 
place.“and seemed to put in a character. 
When asked if the words ‘‘and life’ were 
there, he said they were and belong there. 
He always supposed that the two gentle- 
men had been before the board in Septem- 
ber, when he was not presepty and pre- 
sented their credentials, until after this 
matter came up. From the word Heidel- 
berg being used in regard to Prof. Knep- 
per, he always supposed that he was a 
graduate of the celebrated university of 
Germany. Hethought that if Thurmond 
had said to him that the slip of paper con- 
tained sufficient evidence to grant these 
gentlemen certificutes, he would have fa- 
vored it. The only credentials he ever saw 
was the small memoranda above referred 
to. 

B. F. Whittemore was called, and an- 

nounced that he was a preacher of the gos- 
pel and a High school teacher at Lompoc. 
He was also a member of the County Board 
of Education. Was present when a contro- 
versy arose between Thurmond and Barker 
at the meeting of the Board of Education. 
After the reading of the minutes, Mr. Bar- 
ker took the record book, went to Snow 
and spoke of the situation in an audible 
tone of voice. Thurmond had read the 
minutes. Did see the slip of paper re- 
ferred to, but think it was after the read- 
sng ofthe minutes. Mr. Thurmond called 
Barker aliar. Barker said nothing which 
I heard. Snow said something about the 
insufficiency of of the records in the case 
of Knepper and Leslie. Mr. Barker spoke 
in an audible tone of voice, and did not 
seem tocare who heard him. Mr. Thur- 
mond rose up and repeated the charge to 
Barker. Mr. Barker said little or nothing 
in reply. He seemed surprised. 
* J.T. Johnson, County Auditor, was the 
last witness before the noon recess, and 
his testimody did not seem to be very im- 
portant for either side. 

In the afternoon Profs. Knepner and Les- 
lie were on the stand, also Mr. Sheffield and 
M. B. McDuffie as experts. At the close of 
the day Mr. Thurmond was on the stand in 
his own behalf.

The Ghastly Find of a Gang of 


Tramps. 

The Dead Body of an Infant Discovered 
in an O14 Gannysack--A Cry fot 
More Light—Mouse UGatted 
by Fire. 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

Several tramps, who were prowling about 
in the vicinity of the county hospital last 
Tuesday night, seeking a thick patch of 
bushes for shelter in which they could 
crawl for the night. stumbied upon a 
gunny-sack, which they procecded to inves- 
tigate, as tramps always do. But the sight 
that met their gaze was such as to startle 
evenatramp, for, wrapped in the sack, 
was the dead and decomposing body of an 
infant. One of the wanderers hastened to 
police headquarters and informed Marshai 
Thomas, who took the Coroner out and 
found the body as reported, [t was the 
Opinion of those present that the little one 
had been , smothered by its inhuman 
mother and thrown away to rid herself 
of it. This theory ts supported by 
an incfflient Which reported to have oc- 
curred about two weeks ago. At that time 
a middle-aged woman was driving along I 
street a worn-out old horse attached to a 
rickety buggy. When in front of the 
home of Mr. Swarthout the woman got out 
and deposited a bundle in the yard, from 
which the cries of a child were soon heard. 
The little children playing in the yard 
raised an alarm, which seemed to frighten 
the woman, and she hastened back and 
gathered up the bundte and drove off with 


it, going in the direction of the Santa Fé 
depot. From this .the conclusion was 
reached that this inhuman woman, who 


wanted to leave her own or some one else's 
child for another to care for, is the au- 
thor of the deed revealed by the ghastly 
find of the tramps. But noone is able to 
describe the woman, soitis probabie that 
she can never be found out, unless other 
matters come to light. 
“LET THERE BE LIGHT."’ 

If it be true that light is a dispeller of 
crime and great moral force, this city is 
making rapid strides toward meriting a 
better name than it now receives at the 
hands of neighboring cities. For actiog 
was taken by the City Trustees at the meet- 
ing on Tuesday night looking toward light- 
ing this city better than any town of its size 
on the Coast. The resolution adopted by 
the board calls for the placing of eighty- 
six lights, and denies all petitions for lights 
as submitted by the property-holders. It 
calls for the hanging of most of the lights 
at the intersection ot streets, of which the 
following are the localities: Eight on C 
street atthe intersection of cross streets 
from First to Base Line, eleven on D street 
from First to Base line, thirteen on E from 
Wesley station to Base Line, ten on F from 
Second to Tenth streets, eight on G from 
the Pailroad crossing to Base line. four on 
H from Second to Ninth streets, eight 
on I from Ffrst to Base Line, eight on Mt. 
Vernon avenue from the bridge to Base 
Line, two on Carter, one on J, three on K, 
one on L, one on Court. Although this is 
double the number of lights the citv had 
last year, the cost will not beso great as 
heretofore, by reason of the reduction in 
price per lamp secured in the new contract 
with the electric light company. 

HOUSE GUTTED BY FIRE. 

At 6:45 0n Tuesday night the fire alarm 
was turnedin because of a blaze inthe 
house of Joseph Cadd, corner of H and Sev- 
enth streets. Although the department re- 
sponded promptly, nothing of the contents 
of the house could be saved, asthe mem- 
bers of the family were allaway and the 
interior of the building allafire. The walls 
of the building were saved, and nothing 
else. The loss was about $1000, fully in- 


sured. The cause of the fire is not known. 


NO MORE ROOM FOR SQUATTERS.

THE CITY TEACHERS 


Opening Sessions of the Insti- 
tute Yesterday. 


Interesting and Instructive Exercises 
at the High School. 


A Practical Illustration of the Kin- 
dergarten System. 


An Exceptionally Good Paper by Prof. 
Dozier on “The Relation of Geog- 
raphy to History and Devel- 
opment’—Other Papers. 


The teachers of the city schools as- 
sembled at the High school building 
yesterday morning at 9 o'clock to at- 
tend the opening sessions of the, City 
Teachers’ Institute. The teachers are 
divided into five sections, meeting si- 
multaneously in different rooms. 

Entering room No. 8 on the first floor 
soon after 9 yesterday morning the 
TIMEs reporter found a group of some 
thirty-five or forty kindergarten teach- 
ers, with eves and ears centered upon 
a half a dozen little folks seated at a 
kindergarten table, who were being in- 
terested by Mrs. Frances Mackey. 
They sang their songs about the cubes, 


and cylinders, and spheres with which 


they were playing, and the questions 
put by the teacher and answered by the 
children showed that the brain was be- 
ing trained as well as amusement af- 
forded. A primary class exercise, con- 
ducted by Miss Lmma Angier, followed. 

While this kindergarten training was 
going on in No. 8, Mrs. Ida Harris was 
giving a demonstration reading in syn- 
thetic reading, by means of a class of 
pupils from the fourth and fifth grades, 
upinroom No. 15, which was filled 
with teachers. The children spelled 
out the lists of words on the black- 
board phonetically; sang them to the 
tune of ‘‘Yankee Doodle,’’ and desig- 
nated accurately the Italian family, the 
half Italian, the broad, etc. 

Meanwhile, down in No. 2, Prof. Mel- 
ville Dozier was reading an exception- 
ally fine paper on ‘The Relation of 
Geography to History and , Develop- 
‘ment,’’ before the teachers of the 
sixth, seventh and eighth grades. He 
demonstrated that geography is nota 
trite subject—a’ valley of dry bones — 
but is full of interest when studied in- 
telligently. Noone can read, compre- 
hensively,the daily newspaper, the chief 
source of knowledge in current events, 
Without understanding bis geography. 
The telegraphic news columns, which 
contain the gist of important reading 
matter on this ‘point, cannot be prop- 
erly understood without a knowledge of 
geography. Geography treats of bot- 
any, zodlogy. 
ligion, sociology. It is the associate 
of art and literature, and the 
handmaiden of history. It teaches ag- 
riculture, commerce and mineralogy. 
Geography makes the difference be- 
tween the Hottentot and the Esqui- 
maux. Prof. Dozier discussed map 
study—not a mere dry studv of dots 


and lines—but a deeply fascinating one} 


of climate, geology and the fruitful 
source of numberless suggestions. The 
mountains alone form a study of almost 
infinite research; the rivers are its 
most fruitful and instructive features, 
studied from a utilitarian. an artistic 
and a scientific standpoint. Its deserts 
are full of interest. Yo the infiuence 
of two of the greatest deserts is traced 
the downpour of rain to which millions 
of people owe life, and heaith, and 
wealth. He tracedan analogy between 
the geographical position of Chicago 
and New York, the two rival cities of 
this continent. Whereas Chicago is 
the geographical center of the coun- 
try’s population, and her people have 
such sublime energy and _ self-reli- 
ance, comprising the best bone 
and sinew of the country, who 
are firm in the belief that they will yet 
distance the world, Prof. Dozier ex- 
pressed the opinion thatthe beacon of 
liberty would lift her light yet these 
many years from the portals of our me- 
tropolis on the Atlantic Coast. He 
traced the railroad development and 
referred to the proposed construction 
of the Nicaragua Canal asa remarkable 
coincidence, thatin the very. year of 
our celebration of the 400th anniver- 
sary of the discovery of America, we 
should inaugurate the construction of a 
highway that Columbus thought ought 
to be made. ‘This canal,’’ he said, 
‘‘means more forthe world at large, 
for the United States in particuiar and 
for California especially than any com- 
mercial enterprise yet projected."! De 
Lesseps undertook a geographical im- 
possibility in the construction of the 
Panama Canal, and the result was what 
cool-headed geographical engineers pre- 
dicted. 

A round of vigorous applause em- 
phasized the ‘satisfaction of the teach- 
ers as Prof. Dozier closed his admirable 
paper. 

The teachers of the High school were 
congregated in room No. 20 on the sec- 
ond floor. The first two sessions of the 
morning were devoted to talks by the 
various teachers present on ‘Classroom 
Aims’? and ‘Vacation Inspirations.’’ 
The last hour was devoted to ‘‘Higher 
Education—Iits Recent Developments.”’ 
Miss Emily C. Clark, one of the first 
graduates of the State University, read 
a paper on the institution at Berkeley, 
and was followed by Miss Katherine C. 
Carr, a Vassar graduate of 1890. who 
told in a very interesting way of life at 
this famous institution. She gave a 
comprehensive sketch of the work there 
and its scope; of the library with its 
40,000 volumes, of its laboratories and 
music rooms, its dormitories and each 
of its ten buildings and the special de- 
partments. Vassar is conservative and 
confers but one degree, while it offers 
many courses. 

Nearly everything is elective after 
the middie of the sophomore year, and 
the tendency is to specialize. While 
not at all denominational, the tendency 
of the college is leaning toward Uni- 
tarianism, which the faculty is fighting. 
The discipline is on the self-government 
plan, no system of espionage being 
practiced, and there is no discord, for 
everyone chooses to dp right, ten of the 
students being elected by their fellows 
as a managing board. There is nosnob- 
bery in the social life of the college, 
brains being at a premium. There are 
clubs galore, and waffle suppers are 
popular on the days when the old waffle 
woman puts in an appearance. The 
wealter girls give pink and blue teas 
or pansy lunches, having a caterer from 
town on such august occasions. The 
dramatic club furnishes amusement 
frequently, presenting on one occasion 
Faust, with trigonometry representing 
*‘Mephistopheles.”’ 

-Mias Leona Lebus spoke extempora- 
neously of Wellesley College, her alma 


astronomy, morality, re-- 


mater. She outlined something of the 
Wellesley idea, prominent in which is 
Christianity. e Bible is a required 
study throughout the course. The col- 
lege motto ‘‘Not to be ministered unto, 
but to minister’’ perhaps best embodies 
the Wellesley idea. While this makes 
energetic, self-reliant teachers and pro- 
fessional women, it does not conduce to 
the happiness of those girls. who, after 
graduation, must remain quietly at 
home, and probably some of the most 
discontented girls in the country are 
Wellesley graduates during their first 
year at home after graduation. Of the 
700 alumnw 500 are teachers. The 
spirit of equality is also prominent, the 
atmosphere not being conducive to 
snobbery. Uptothe last year ail the 
faculty were women, except one man, 
who was the husband of one of the 
women. Wellesley confers two de- 
grees. Sheis especially strong in lit- 
erature, in botany and German, while 
the ‘‘snap courses’’ are elocution, 
French, geology and astronomy. 

A paper by Miss Alma S. Brigham 
oa ‘Stanley Hall's Experiment at 
Worcester,’’ concluded the forenoon 
session. 

Other exercises in the various sec- 
tions during the forenoon were given 
by Miss Monks, of the Normal school, 
on ‘‘Zodlogy;’® LeRoy D. Brown on 
‘Science in the Grammar Grades,’’ and 
Prof. C. H. Keyes on ‘‘Civics."’ 

The afternoon session was held in the 
big assembly hall, which was filled with 
teachers. Am Overture by the High- 
school orchestra made a delightful be- 
ginning. Prof. Earl Barnes, of Stan- 
ford University, gave the first address 
of the afternoon, his topic being ‘‘The 
History of Education.” Beginning 
with the infant schools first estab- 
lished by Robert Owen in Scotland, 
be outlined the crude beginnings of 
this system of training young children, 
which finds modern expression in the 
kindergarten of todav. 

After another selection by the orches- 
tra, Prof. Elmer E. Brown, of the State 
University, gave an instructive talk on 
“The Essential Steps in All Instruc- 
tion,’’ speaking with the earnestness 
and enthusiasm of a natural teacher, 
and bringing. out many illustrations of 
practical value to the teacher. 

The institute reconvenes this morning 
at 9 o’clock, and continues in session 
all day. 


CRIME AND CRIMINALS. 


The Final Act in Sunday’s Shooting 
Affray. 


McKenzie Discharged on His Preliminary 
Examination for the Shooting of 
Frarier—A Sontag and Evans 
Scare—Criminal Notes. 


The last actin Sunday's tragedy at 

the Macy Block came to a close in Jus- 
tice Austin’s -department of the Police 
Court yesterday afternogn, when A. E. 
McKenzie, the slayer of James A. b'ra- 
zier, was discharged. The evidence 
was about the same as given before the 
Coroner's jury, with the exception of 
additional facts that were brought out 
while Mrs. Tupper, the only witness to 
the affair, was on the stand. 
De District Attorney Phibbs 
questioned her, and soon discovered 
that there was not sufficient evidence 
to hold the defendant. Mrs. Tupper 
stated, in answer to a question that was 
not touched on at the inquest, that sev- 
eral days before the shooting Frazier 
had told her that the town was not 
large enough for him and McKenzie to 
live in, and that if McKenzie did not 
leave very soon he would cut his heart 
out. 

Tke prosecution moved to discharge 
the defendant, and the Court promptly 
granted the motion, and McKenzie left 
the courtroom a free man. 

He stated to a Times reporter that he 
had not thought seriously of locating in 
Los Angeles, but that he proposes to do 
so now, and will make this his future 
home. 

This is not the first time that Frazier 
has been in shooting scrapes, it is said. 
Some years ago he got into a scrape in 
one of the Western States, and was dan- 
gerously wounded. When he first came 
to Montana he had a wife and several 
children with him, but they soon disap- 
peared and are now supposed to be in 
some Montana town. 


Criminal Notes. 
There were but two drunks in the Po- 
lice Court yesterday. They were given 
two days each in the chain gang. 

There are so many vags in the city at 
present that both the police and police 
judges are puzzled to know what todo 
with them. Thechain-gang is fuller 
than it has ever been in the past, and 
the city prison is full to overflowing. 

A couple of countrymen created a big 
excitement inthe Oak barbershop on 
Spring near First street yesterday 
morning. The two men so nearly an- 
swered the newspaper description of 
Evans and Sontag that every barber 
turned pale gnd all business was sus- 
pended while the men were in the shop. 
The man supposed to be Evans had his 
arm inasling and ordered one.of the 
barbers to wash his beard, as he said he 
had not been able to keep it clean since 
he was injured. True to the barber in- 
stinct, the artist who waited upon the 
supposed Evans, began to talk as soon 
asthe man was safely lodgedin the 
chair, and sweetly remarked: ‘Il am 
surptised that you gentlemen are not 
afraid to go about the country so 
openly.” ‘Why?’ asked the man. 
‘‘Why because you look so much like 
Sontag and Evans.” Themansmilirglv 
replied “Oh, that’s nothing. We took 
dinner with Sontag and Evans the day 
after their fight at Sampson's Fiats,’’ 
and he and his companion walked quietly 
outof the shopand turnedup Spring 
street. A strange coincidence is the fact 
that less than two minutes before the 
men entered Detective Will Smith 
walked out of the shop and turned in an 
opposite direction’ from the way the 
supposed train-robbers came. The bar- 
bers did not get over their fright all 
day.

THE COURTS. 


The Brunson Divorce Case Set- 
_ tled in Short Order. 


A Decres Granted on the Ground of 
Desertion. 


No Mention Made in Regard to the 
Property. 


Young Fred Kopp Convicted of Forgery 
Before Judge Smith—The Jury Only 
Oat About Five Minutes—Ad- 
judged Insane. 


The much-talked-of Brunson divorce 
case came up for hearing before Judge 
Shaw in Department Five yesterday 
morning and was disposed of in short 
order, there being no contest and every- 
thing of a sensational nature being 
eliminated. 

The plaintiff, Mrs. Angelina E. Brun- 
son, and her mother, Mrs. Laura A. 
Frtnch, were the only witnesses exam- 
ined, and their testimony was simply 
taken forthe purpose of showing that 
the defendant, Anson Brunson, who did 
not appear in person, had wilfaliy de- 
serted his wife and had refused to live 
with her for over one year past. Prior 
to this evidence being introduced, 
plaintiff's cownse!, Messrs. J. McLach- 
lan and Stephen M. White, withdrew 
each and all of the allegations con- 
tained in the pleadings with regard to 
property, after a brief conference with 
D. P. Hatch, Esq., who represented the 
defendant, and the Court thereupon or- 
dered a decree in favor of the plaintiff 
as prayed for. 

It is believed that satisfactory ar- 
rangements were made in regard to the 
property out of court, and that Mrs. 
Brunson is liberally provided for, re- 
ceiving at least $25,000, with attor- 
ney’s fees and costs. This action was 
taken to prevent further scandal in the 
matter and to bring the case to a close 
as soon as possibile. 

CONVICTED OF FORGERY. 

Fred Kopp, a young Gernian waiter, 
appeared before Judge Smith and a 
jury in Department One yesterday, for 
trial upon the charge of forgery pre- 
ferred against him, and was convicted 
in short order, in spite of the efforts of 
his counsel, W. Young, Esq., and his 
sister, who endeavored to screen him 
by adopting similar tactics to those 
which proved so successful in the Dam- 
ron case. The prosecution was con- 
ducted by Deputies Biades and Diehl of 
the District Attorney’s office., The ju- 
rors selected totry the case were: D. 
J. Boynton, Oscar Cheesebrough, IT. A. 
Draper, I. V. Draper, FE. W. Failor, G. 
T. Haniey, N. H. Hughes, J. Quill,’ W. 
Rector, C. A. Robinson, L. M. Russell 
and D. H. Turner. 

The first witness called for the State 
was Anna Copp, a buxom German girl, 
who testified tothe effect that she was 
employed as a honsemaid by Council- 
man McGarry, and had an account at 
the California Bank, where she had de- 
posited $125 of her savings. In No- 
vember last shé feceived a notice from 
the cashier of the bank totheeffect that 
her account had been overdrawn, but, 
as she had never drawn vpon it nor au- 
thorized any one else to do so, she sup- 
posed some mistake had been made and 
went up toinvestigate the matter. She 
then learned for the first time that 
some person who called himself August 
Miller had drawn $130 from the bank 
in various sums ranging from ten to 
twenty dollars, upon checks purporting 
to have been signed by herself, since 
August 26 last. She spoke tothe de- 
fendant, her brother by adoption, upon 
the subject, but neversuspected him un- 
til after his arrest, when he finally ad- 
mitted the whole affair. Upon cross- 
examination the witness naively stated 
the the defendant asked her for money 
in July last, when she told him that she 
had none except a few dollars in the 
bank, but that it was very possible that 
he might have inferred that she had 
given him leave to draw some of it. 

Joseph N. Witmer, cashier of the 
California Bank, testified that on Au- 
gust 26 last the defendant presented a 
check for 820, signed ‘‘Anna Copp.”’ 
Witness at once went to the signature 
book, and comparing that on the check 
with the geruine signature, 
marked a similarity between the two 
as to disarm his suspicions. The de- 
fendant indorsed the check ‘‘Au- 
gust Miller,’’ and witness paid the 
money. From that time defendant 
called frequently with similar checks, 
until in November last, when he 
presented one after the account 
had been overdrawn. Witness ques- 
tioned him, and defendant replied 
that he guessed that Miss Kopp did not 
receive the notice, and left the bank. 
Subsequently, after an interview with 
Anna Kopp, defendant was called in by 
witness, to whom he declared that he 
had not been in the bank for” over two 
years, but that the culprit must have 
been a young man from Vernon, who 
resembied him very strongly. At wit- 
ness’s request defendant wrote his 
name and that of Anna Kopp on a 
piece of paper, and this upon being 
compared with the signatures on the 
checks tallied exactly. Detective Bos- 
qui was then called in, and Kopp, who 
stoutly denied the charge, arrested. 

Chief of Police Glassand Detective 
Moftitt coroborrated the testimony, and 
the prosecution closed its case. 

The defendant, who was employed at 
Melsted’s restaurant, on Second street, 
for two years, then took the stand on 
his own behalf, and stated that after he 
lost his job in July last, he needed 
money and drew his sister’s savings 
from the bank, believing that she had 
authorized him to do so, and intending 
to pay her back. Upon cross-examina- 
tion, however, he admitted that he had 
written her mame as much 
original as possible, because he thought 
he could not get the money unless he 
did so, and further admitted -that he 
had lied to her about it afterward, be- 
cause he was ashamed of having drawn 
all her money. 

The jury, upon hearing these facts, 
remained in deliberation but five min- 
utes, at the end of which time they re- 
turned a verdict of guilty, whereupon 
the Court ordered the defendant to ap- 
pear for sentence on Saturday neat. 

ADJUDGED INSANE. 

John McGuire, a native of New York, 
28 years of age, and a moulder by oc- 
cupation, was duly adjudged insane and 
committed to the State asylum at Stock- 
ton by Judge Wade vesterday after- 
noon, upon the recommendation of Drs. 
Moore and Thiele, the commissioners 
appointed by the courtto examine the 
patient. McGuire only returned from 
the asylum about three weeks ago, but 
as grave fears are entertained that he 


may do bimself or othersinjury when

in one of his crazy moods, it was 
deemed advisable to send him back for 
safe keeping, his being a recurrent 
mania

That somewhat eccentric young 
woman, Charlotte Perkins Stetson, of 
‘advanced’ ideas and pronounced 
views, is getting considerable notoriety 
out of her divorce suit, and will soon be 
properly equipped, so far as advertising 
is concerned, to take the lecture plat- 
form and tell people how the universe 
shoyfd be run and human nature 
changed to conform with nineteenth 
century civilization, from her stand- 
point. Yesterday an interview was 
printed, in which Mrs. Stetson gave her 
side of the story. The San Francisco 
Examiner of Tuesday, in a special dis- 
patch from Providence, R. 1, gives the 
following talk with the deserted hus- 
band: | 


Up two filghts of crazy stairs in the Fleur 
de Lis Building. whict fn its carly days 
might have been artistic in the eyes of 
some, though pow it smatters of dirty plas. 
ter work and paint, the correspondent found 
Charles Walter Stetson, who has tested re- 
form ideas and found them not to his lik- 
ing. Mr. Stetson is of a retiring dispost- 
tion, a noticeable proof of which was bis 
card upon the door announcing that no vis- 
itors will be admitted save on Saturday, 
unless by appointment or on business. 
Suspended above this was a brass cowbell 
attached to a rough strip of leather, and 
there was a further injunction to ring. the 
noise reverberating through the rafters of 
the artist's barn-like building. 

Mr. Stetson does not look like an abused 
man, in fact he islreserved in demeanor, 
and in conversation showed that he was 
happy at the thought of a separation in the 
near future of marriage ties. His is not 
the ideal tale of woe, but he tells it in the 
easy, everyday manner of the gentleman: 
‘‘We were married in this city, May 2, 
1884,’ he said, “bv Joshua A. Stetson, a 
free-will Baptist clergyman. My wife was 
Charlotte Anna Perkins, and she came of a 
tine family in Hartford, Ct. When married 
she was 23 vears of age, and I was three 
vears hersenior. I have lhMved in Provi- 
dence twenty-four years, with the excep- 
tion of fourteen months in Pasadena. 

“Our married life tora year or so was 
quite pleasant, but she early espoused the 
Bellamy doctrine and began contributing 
letters on dress reform, discarded corsets, 
heel boots and the like, and practiced daily 
inapublic gymnasium. She thought it her 
duty to sacrifice the domestic and conjuga) 
relations for what she felt she wascalled to 
do in the cause of women’s rights, dress re. f 
form and nationalism. 

“In order to*sustain marriage reiations 
she frequently declared that she would 
have tostay at home more than she wanted 
to, and she said she could not, therefore, 
devote as much time asshe wished to the 
preparation of her articles and lectures, for 
she began to think that her sphere in life 
was aS alecturer and writer on reforms. 
She often declared that domestic duties, 
took too much strength which should be 
given to something more important, as she 
expressed it, her whole soul being wrapped 
upin her literary labors. 

“She has since a year after our marriage 
written articles for the Natiouatst, New 
Nation, Century, New England Magazine. 
Cosmopolitan and Kate Field's Washington. 
Her contributions were of two kinds—fic- 
tion and purely literary efforts@md artiales 
advocating the current reform movement 
of thr day for the elevation of the race. 


her articles largely advecated such re- 
forms. She has made a remarkable repu- 
tation as a writer and has been deservedly 
commended by Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
William Dean Howells and numerous liter- 
ary lights. 

“TLhave always taken an interest in her 
success, and have regretted that our sepa- 
ration became necessary. She often ex- 
pressed a desire to discontinue our rela- 
t‘'ons. and would have done so long ago 
could she have reconciled what she for sev- 
eral years regarded as her duty to me with 
her duty to the work she wished todo. in 
October, 1888, she decided that she would 
not stay here longer with mé, and made ar- 
rangements to go to California without 
consulting me. She thought her health 
would be better there and she would be 
able to do more work. When I found it out 
I reluctantly consented to her going. andin 
the following December I went to Pasa- 
dena, being induced to doso bv offers otf 
professional work by friends. 

“I never considered Mrs. Stetson acrank, 
though herideas donot agree with mine. 
I was always faithful and provided a good 
home for her. While we lived in Pasadena 
in July, 1888, she became so decided in her 
views thatit was by compromise that she 
consented toeven stayin the same house 
untill saw tit toleave. Iwas summoned 
back in January, 1890, by the deathof my 
mother, but Mrs. Stetson refused to ac- 
company me, though I begged and im- 
plored her. I was then contemplating a 
trip to Europe, but she said she would not 
co with me. Her reason was that she 
wanted to be free. I renewed by letter my 
requests for hertolive with me, but she 
cast me off, and in October last I resolved 
to geta divorce We never quarreled to 
any extent, and the whole trouble was that 
she wanted to be a woman's Icader, to show 
others bow to dress. so as to be strong and 
healthy and bring up healthy children.” 

One of the letters received by Mr. Stet- 
son was as follows: 

“PASADENA. June 16, 1890. 

“Deir Walter: It seems to me possible 
thatfrom my continued friendliness and, 
perhaps, tenderness, in some past letters 
that vou may have misunderstood my posi- 
tion--have had some hope thatI would some 
day be vours again. Do not deceive vourself, 
dear. My life is too preciousto me to waste 
any more of it like those seven vears we 
spent together; not wasted in some ways, 
l grant; full of deep experience and that 
pain that means growth. But you well 
know how it unfitted me for my work. and 
now that you have left I have done good 
work and lots of it--have made a reputa- 
tion in one year. The difference is too 
great. Work I must, and when I live with 
you i can’t: therefore. I shall never live 
with you again asa wife. I knowit is hard 
tor you, but lcan't help it. You must take 
the hard truth and make the best of it. I 
will write more soon, but this was on my 
mind today. Sincerely. : 

“CHARLOTTE PERKINS STETSON."’ 

Another letter read, under date of July 
4. 1891, was as follows: 

‘Dear Walter: lam delighted to hear of 
your excellent health. I, too, am fairly 
and improving steadilv, and Kate is su- 
perb. Ihave been working hard this week, 
cleaning bouse for Mrs. Knapp's coming, 
and have thriven upon the exercise. I am 
sorry you did not find my letter plain 
enough—it is hard for us both. but since 
you ask so specifically I will answer spe- 
cifically. I have told you these things for 

ears past, vou know—you would never be- 
ieve me. Now you must. No, I will not 
live with you again, not even in the same 
house. nor willl come to Providance on 
any terms.. You haveto live there* Well, 
I don’t, and I will not go abroad with vou. 
as vou know I have been planning “and 
hoping these vears past to have you go 
alone. Iwill not accompany you on any 
terms, and for my work—that is my life. 
and Ishall pursue it as long as I live 
whether you ‘‘consent"’ or not. approve or 
not. I had my work to do before ever I 
knew you. : 

‘You know I am sorry, very sorry, to put 
these things plainly. but vou would have it. 
I hope you will not even need to ask again. 
We two must part, and there is an end to it. 

“Kate i8 having a delightful Fourth at 
the Masters place, and lam enjoying my- 
self in peace and quietness, as ] best. like. 
All goes well here, and you need be tnder 


no concern about my health. It is fast be- | 


coming established. Respectfully, but sin- 
cerely, CHARLOTTE.”’ 

No decision was made today by Judge 
George H. Wilber, who on Saturday heard 
the petitioner in the Supreme Court, but a 
decree is expected in a dayortwo. The 
documents in the case, which were shown 
the correspondent by the Judge. are of 
great length, comprising depositions from 
several parties, including one from Jennie 
C. Carr, a housekeeper, of Pasadena, who 
states that the couple apparently lived hap- 
pily, and that Mrs. Stetson said she re- 
frretted the necessity for separation tor pe- 
cuniary reasons. She was fora time under 
treatment by a speciaiist, and her health 
was far from good. 

ON THE LECTURE PLATFORM. 

The Examiner of Tuesday also gives 
the following account of Mrs. Stetson’s 
appearance onthe lecture platform in 
San Francisco Monday night: 

The local Socialists who have taken up 
the subject of Yow to rescue the fallen wo- 
men appeared in great force at Metro- 
politan Hall last night. The causes that 
led to the existence of the social evil, and 
their cure, were the themes of the speakers 
of the evening. 

The principal speaker was Mrs. Charlotte 
Perkins Stetson, the poetess, who is the de- 
fendantin divorce proceedings instituted 
by ber husband, G. Walt Stetson, in Provi- 
dence, R. 1., on Saturday. 

It wasto hear Mrs. Stetson express her 
views upon the subject of married life that 
no doubt attracted the greater portion of 
the audience that was precent. 

Mrs, Stetson, arrayed in somber black, 
her lithe form unincumbered by stays, 
“poke for an hour amid frequent applause 
upon sociology andits problems. Oneofthe 
leading causes, in her opinion, to which the 
existence ot the social evil is due isthe 
ghastly ignorance in which men and women 
rear their children... Another cause was 
the preposterous dependence of women 
upon men for their support. A cure would 
be the equalization of the sexes, and a pu- 
rification of the environments of men and 
women. 


UNITY CLUB. 


Three Interesting Papers Read Before 
that Body. 

The usual intelligent audience was 
present last eyening to hear three prom- 
inent citizens discuss the subject of 
‘‘Municipal Safeguards.’ 

J. H. Dockweiler, the City Engineer, 
spoke of ‘‘Water Supply for Cities’’— 
the importance of an abundance of pure 
water, the various sources of supply 
and the mode of distribution. He made 
the rather surprising statement that 
ancient Rome hada better system for 
accomplishing that result than any mod- 
ern city, of which its splendid aqueducts 
were its principal feature. 

District-Attorney-elect Henry C. Dil- 
lon took for his theme ‘‘An Honest 
Election,’’ and illustrated it by explain- 
ing the various methods of thwarting 
an honest expression of the people's 
choice, and suggesting their remedies. 
The most dangerous of these evils is the 
use of money by wealthy corporations 
for influencing nominations gnd bribing 
voters. The venal vote is generally 
cast by the ignorant voter, and the man- 
ifest remedy is an educational test. 

President Charles H. Keyes of Throop 
Polytechnic Institute, gave an interest- 
ing history and explanation of the 
= and present working of the Aus- 
tralian secret ballot, which is shown by 
the result of the last election to be a 
great improvement upon former meth- 
ods, but does not go farenough. Three 
automatic voting and registering ma- 
chines have been invented which en- 
able the inventor to enter a booth and 
press a button for each of his candi- 
dates, and this not only records the 
vote bit numbers it, so that the result 
can be announced as soon as the polls 
clase, and no subsequent manipulation 
of or tampering with the vote is possi- 
ble. 

The papers were all excellent, well 
written and thoroughly enjoved by 
those present.

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THAT SMELTER. 


Some Facts About the Proposed 
Enterprise. 


The Company Has a Capital Stock of 
$500, 000. 


Most of the Shares Held by Eastern 
Capitalists. 


Plans Now Being Prepared by an Expe- 
rienced Engineer—The Lands Leased — 5 
on Boyle Heights for 
the Plant. 


So much has been said about the pro- 
posed smelter, that a few facts concern- 
ing the company and its stockholders 
will be of general interest, especially 
as it is claimed that, now thatthe water 
question has been disposed of, the en- 
terprise will be pushed forward as rap- 
idly as ample means will permit. 

The smelting company starts out with 
a capital stock of $500,000 owned 
nearly all by Eastern men. J. D. 
Sioane of St. Paul is president, Morton 
Barrows, of the same place, secretary, 
and F. S. Gardner of Hastings, Minn.. 
treasurer. Dr. H. H. Smith and W. 
Bostwick of Hudson, N. Y., are large 
stockholders, while Dr. F. M. Endlich 
of Colorado, an old experienced operator 
of smelters, is general manager, Dr. 
Endlich is now in Chicago prepar- 
ing plans and specifications for the 
building of the works and arranging 
for the shipment of the necessary ma- 
chinery. 

Several acres of land have been leased 
for ten vears on the bluff across the river, 
just south of, Ninth street, upon which 
the plant will be located, the company 
having the privilege of purchasing the 
site at the expiration of that time. 
The spot is chosen advantageonsly, for 
it lies just between the Santa Fé and 
Terminal railroads, in close proximity 
to each, which will afford easy access, 
and remarkably “good+shipping facili- 
ties, the fact also being taken into con- 
sideration that the Terminal road may, 
in time, prove the feeder from the min- 
ing country on the proposed Salt Lake 
line. 

It was expected and hoped that the 
smelter could be put in operation early 
in January, but, owing to delays which 
have occurred, actual operation will 
not be begun until the 15th of Febru- 
ary. Specifications for the machinery 
call for capacity of 200 tons of ore 
daily. Stacks will be erected for but 
sixty tons per diem at first, and in- 
creased as the patronage and work war- 
rant. Asto the exact description of 
the plans nothing can be learned until 
Dr. Endlich returns from the East, 
when a full outline will be forthcoming. 

As before mentioned, the stock of the 
company is at present held almost en- 
tirely by Eastern men who have been 
led to the investment after a close in- 
spection of the surronnding country, 
believing Southern California to be the 
natural location of the enterprise. At 
present the heaviest smelter is at San 
Francisco. There is another at. Pu- 
eblo, and several in Arizona, although 
the latter are not of sufficient size to 
accomm odate the products of the large 
mines. One of the members of the 
company, when seen yesterday said in 
response to the reporter's question: 

‘Yes sir, we are in this venture to 
stay, and have no reasons to doubt of 
its success. When wellunder way we 
expect to handle much of the mining 
product of Arizona, New and even old 
Mexico, as well as_ those of the 
territory directly adjacent to Los An- 
geles. We will handle ores of gold and 
silver, using lead to flux with. If that 
proposed line of railroad goes through 
to Salt Lake it will greatly increase 
business, so much so, I think, as to give 
two smelters sufficient material to work 
on.”’ 

About the latter statement there can 
be but little doubt. An old mining ex- 
pert, who is alsoa San Francisco capi- 
talist, was in the city some weeks ago 
and recounted the wonderful richness 
of the Southern Nevada country, and 
told what an impetus would be given 
the mining industry if only there was a 
railroad spuror feeder leading either 
into this city or San Bernardino. 

There is a large area of country in: 
that vicinity rich in ore-bearing rock, 
which, in some instances, does not pay 
to work with pack animals as means of 
transportation, owing to the great ex- 
pense, but which could be handled most 


successfully if a line of railroad was |.

Street Superintendent Hutchinson on 
Monday reported that inthe excavation 
for foundations of the Haas-Baruch 
building the large 36-inch sewer on Los 
Angeles street had been broken into 
and should be remedied. It is under- 
stood that the contractors have been 
ordered to repair the break, but this 
had not been done up to last evening. 
Where the damage occurred the sewage 
is now running fora distance of some 
twenty feet in an open ditch and besides 
permeating the loose ground about there 
much passes off inthe air in gases, 
which is a menace tothe health of the 
neighborhood. In making the repajgs 
the course of the sewer will have to be 
changed, as it will now run directly 
through the proposed basement of the 
building, due to the fact that Los An- 
geles street was narrowed some time 
ago, throwing the sewer line inside of 
the sidewalk. |

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Code of Rales for the Guidance of Ex- 
hibitors. 

The California World's Fair Commis- 
sion, at its recent meeting in San Fran- 
cisco, adopted the following code of 
rules for the guidance of exhibitors in 
the Department building, which will be 
of interest to prospective exhibitors: 

First—The expense of any exhibit, the 
primary object of which is to advertised or 
extend private business of the exhibitor, 
must be borne by him, the charges to in. 
clude freight, installation-and care. 

Second—Any special or distinct installa- 
tion desired by any exhibitor for his pro. 
ducts must be placed and maintained at his 
expense. 

Third—Any exhibit of any individual, as- 
sociation or corporation to which separate 
and individual space is allotted must bear 
its own expenses. 

Fourth—It will generally be held thatthe 
entry of all articles for competition or 
award, except by growers, is entirely for 
the benetit of the exhibitor. 

Fifth—All applications for exhibits, the 
objectof which is to honor the State rather 
than the exhibitor shall receive such aid as 
the rules may permit. 

Sixth—All products donated or loaned 
and accepted will be transported from the 
terminal stations without expense to the 
donors. 

Seventh—No demand will be made on 
any exhibitor to pay any portion of the 
salary or wages of any person employed by 
the State. 

Eighth—The entire space set aside for 
the State shall remain subject to the rules 
and regulations of the State Commission, 
as well as of the national board. 


THE WORLD’S FAIR SOUVENIR. 


The First Batch of 50,000 Shipped from 
Philadelphia to Chicago. 

PSILADELPBIA, Dec. 16.---|By the Assoct- 
ated Press.| The first 50,000 of the 
World's Fair souvenir half dollars were 
shipped to Chicago today by express, in 
care of the United States sub-Treasurer.

These,on account of their extra 
value, estimated to aggregate $15,000, 
were carefully put in separate packages 
and packed in a special keg by themselves, 
They go forward by the United States Ex.

It shows upon its obverse side the 
head of Columbus, designed from 
the Lotto portrait.

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SMOOTH FAKIR. 


Career of T. B. Bassett in South- 


ern California. 


His Operations in Los Angeles, Re- 
dondo and Other Points. 


Posed as a Man of Wealth and Car- 
ried Out the Part. 


A Glittering Success as a Society Leader— 
Finally Arrested in Arizona 


During the past summer, and for a 
period leading into the early fall, Los 
Angeles and Redondo Beach were 
treated to the presence of one of the 
most accomplished scoundrels that ever 
put onthe air of plausibility and de- 
cency. 

To begin at the beginning, the name 
of the fakir is T. B. Bassett, and while 
in this locality he actually lived on the 
fat of the land with but little expense 
to himself. He put up at the Redondo 
Beach Hotel early in the summer, and 
made such an impression on the man- 
agement that it was given out far and 
near that he was a veritable Croesus in 
disguise, and, in truth and in fact, one 
of the most accomplished silver-mining 
experts of New Mexico. Hecame here, 
it appears, from Lawrence, Kan., and 
the way he borrowed money right and 
left and bought articles of merchandise 
whenever and wherever he could find 
victims was a caution, Not less than 
a dozen haberdashers and _ tailors 
mourn on account of him, while equaily 
as many, not baberdashers and tailors, 
are mourning sundry amounts of cool 
cash, obtained by this smooth operator 
under false pretenses. Bassett made 
such a decided mash at the hotel afore- 
said that he was the leader in al) the 
doings going on there, and, in fact, 
nothing was complete without his pres- 
ence, and he was extolled and lauded 
by the as a lion par-excel- 
lence. 

“It was not until late in the summer, 
when the leaves began to fall, that the 
truth dawned on the said management, 
for, be it known, Bassett had not paid 
them a dollar, and then it was that he 
was cornered and all of his personal 
effects confiscated and turned in to pay, 
as far as they went, his board-bill. 

While doing the hotel the past sum- 
‘mer Bassett, who had lived in New 
Mexico a short time, shoved himself 
into the good graces of the wife of Gen. 
Sterry, solicitor for the Atlantic and 
Pacific Railway, residing at Albuquer- 
gue. Mrs. Sterry and family were 
stopping for the season at the Hotel 
Redondo, and so insinvating and per- 
sistent was the fellow that it appeared 
as though he had been the friend of the 
family for years. He was particularly 
attentive to Mrs. Sterry’s children. 
Mrs. Sterry suffered to the extent of a 
diamond eardrop and numerous other 
articles, which Bassett purloined from 
her. He sold the eardrop toa Los An- 
geles pawnbroker, and the lady had to 
pay the amount advanced before the ar- 
ticle would be returned to her, as she 
had in the meantime departed for New 
Mexico. 

Bassett then slippeagdown into Ari- 
zona, locating at Phoenix. He tried 
several of his confidence dodges on resi- 
dents of Los Angeles while there, and, 
but for close investigati on their 
part, he would have hom ofa 
deal of moneys As it was, he made use 
of all the crooked methods and means 
known to the most accomplished crimi- 
nal, and there is evidence in Los Ange- 
lest today, in his own hand-writing, “by 
which he sought to gain money, which 
would place him behind iron bars for 
many years. 

But there is still more about Bassett. 
News comes from Arizona that he has 
at last been foundjout there, after play- 
ing his usual gamts of confidence and 
villainy. It would appear that he has 
swindled and beat every person there 
with whom hecame in close contact, 
and besides, he is now in prison for rob- 
bing a safe belonging to Messrs. Pratt 
Bros. of Pheenix. During his sojuourn 
there, he rolled equally as high as he 
did in Los Angeles and Redondo Beach, 
and among his victims aré men, 
some of them, of national repu- 
tation, such as Bishop Kendrick 
of Socorro, New Mexico; ex-Gov. 
Osborne of Kansas, and others 
equally aseminent. Bassett had no ap- 
pearance of the rascal, as he looked 
more like an honest, unsophisticated 
countryman, with an eye to a little 
neatness and order than what he was— 
one of the leading contidence fakirs 
and all-around crooks of the country. 
He is probably 6 feet 2 _ inches 
tall, 24 years of age, and weighs in the 
neighborhood of two hundred and forty 
pounds, is very quiet in manner, tem- 
perate, and has no small vices. 

Shortly after he made his flight from 
Los Angeles, several gentlemen from 
this city whom he had robbed, having 
ascertained that he was in Phenix, 
went before District Attorney Mc- 
Lachlan for the purpose ot having him 
extradited and brought to this city for 
trial that he might be sent to State’s 
prison, but owing to the paucity of 
funds for that purpose in the hands of 
the Governor of this State, and the fact 
that it would bear quite heavily on the 
time and convenience of the gentlemen 
aforesaid, the matter was dropped. 

It is to be hoped Bassett will receive 
his full deserts, as his record is cer- 
taifly as reprebensible as that of any 
criminal ever turned loose upon society.
